DOUBLE UP ON CROPS 

AND SAVE SPACE 

It si now the season when the po- 
tatoes are getting into flower and 
the sweet corn is getting ubout the 
knee high stage. It lis also the 
time to double up on crops and econ- 
omize on space. If the potato rows 
are as far apart as they should be, 
cabbage plants can be set between 
the rows for ■ full crop nnd by the; 
time the potatoes are dug, the cab- I 
bapes can have full possession and , 
grow alone; and the ground is in con- I 
tinuous bearing. 

A gardening experiment with 
sweet i orn which has proved suc- 
cessful is to plant celery plants be- 
tween the rows. The shade of the 
corn protects the younp plants until

they become established, and by that 
time the ears are picked and the 
stalks cut down the celery may be 
hilled up and permitted to grow 
along until ready to be harvested in 
the fall. Of course, it cannot be ex- 
pected that the finest quality of cel- 
ery can be grown by this means and 
it is presumed that the ground is 
rich enough to support it, but a rea- 
sonably pood crop may be secured. 

It serves the purpose of using the 
ground which would be of no fur- 
ther value unless squash had been 
planted with the corn, in which ense 
the vines would occupy the ground. 

Keepinsr the pround working all 
summer is the real way to run a veg- 
etable garden. It is worth experi- 
ment, even if the second crop isn't 
all that it might be. The chances 
arc more in its favor than apa'insf it. 

Top dressings of nitrate for the 
cabbage after the corn is cut will 
T*»d these vepetntiles on their way, 
and there is then a chance for the 
needed cultivation.

sheep manure, which can he bought 
in bund red pound sacks at a price 
between $2.50 and $3.00. 

Thi- may seem high', but the prod- 
net is all manure, no straw or litter 
and, in its way, it may be regarded 
as r pB c entra ted. It i« dry and easy 
to handle with a minimum of disa- 
greeable odor. It i< one of the best 
Mibjects for making liquid manure, 
using about l peck to ■ vinegar bar- 
rel of water. 

For string and lima leans, poul- 
try manure is a fine fertilizer to hoe 
in. Poultry manure should be dried 
carefully ns soon as collected and 
broken up fine. Dried Miickly, it re- 
tains nearly all of its fertilizing 
content, but it' permitted to remain 
moUt, it ferments like other ma- 
nures and loses its nitrogen in the 
fen of ammonia fumes, which in a 
henhouse not properly eared for are 
often very strong. 

Rlood and bone i- u One fertiliser 
for any but foot crops. It is very 
good for cabbages and cauliflowers 
Nitrate of soda scattered thinly af- 
ter the crops are well Mtahhshed is 
u'ood for beets, onions, cucumbers, 
celery, and egg plants. 

Shredded cattle manure is fine as 
a mulch and fertilizer combined. This 
i- an odorless product of the pack- 
ing plants. It is particularly valu- 
able a- a dressing of lawns, and has 
the advantage of not containing any 



weed seeds which will germinate. M 
they ar e destroyed in the process of 
drying it. 

While the so-called commercial 
fertilizers ore comparatively expen- 
sive, they are worth the money.
